his Coach, drawn by 4 Horſes, and the Priſoner riding upon a ſingle 
Horſe, with a Caſe of Piſtols before him , 1..me of the Baliffs planting 
themſelves on each fide the Coach, to make the Arreſt, whilſt the 
- Deceaſed ſtop'd theHorſes,which the nowPriſoner obſerving (and that 
-;-» his Maſter was ſcufling with the reſt of them) let fly a Piſtol which 
only Grazed upon the ground, but ſeeing his Maſter taken our of the 
- Coach, he fired another, loaden with two Bullets, which enterd fix 
Inches into the Belly of the Deceaſed, whereupon he fell, and after ha- 
=_ Cryed out, 0 1 am Shot, I am Killed, he dyed upon the place, not- 
withſtanding the Baliffs carryed off their Priſoner, againſt whom they 
had two Writs, amounting to 112 /. the Youth alledged, what he did 
was in his own Defence,aud that holding the Piſtol up to ſave him from 
a Blow, it unhappily went off, but it being proved, that he fired before, 
and gave ſeveral f hreatning Words (the Deceaſed being upon Exe- 
cuting the Kings Wrir, &c.) the Priſoner was found Guilty of Mur. 
ther, for which Caſes the Law cannot allow it Man-ſlaughter. 

Eliſabeth Maiditone, alias Moor, was Tryed tor ſtealing 2 Handcar- 
Cheifs, a pair of Sleeves, Ruffles, Coifs, and other Linnen,to the value 
of ten ſhillings, ſrom Zh:[aberh Manly in Corx-hif, the things were pro- 
ved to be taken upon her, and aſter a ſhort'denyal, ſhe Confeſſed the 
Robery, and was brought in Guilty. + | 

Thomas Gibſon and Robert Hawkſon, were Tryed for ſetting upon, and 
Robing Edward Bets, Servant to Richard Cradock Eſq; near Newington, 
raking from him, 2 Gowns, + peices of Silk,” "Mony and other things 
to the value of 20 /. andafrer having beat and bound him, they made 
for London, where,one of them being Apperhondtd;coofeſhd the other, 
who upon his Tryal did acknowledge he Was there,” when the Robery 
' was done, but thathe came Accidentally, 'and did not meddle in taking 
any thing from the Proſecutor, there being three Fellows upon him, 
who had im down, &c. of which the ſaid Hawtſon was'one , bur this 
Sham would not take, for upon the Eviderces Swearing point blank, 
that he was one concern'd, they were bath found Guilty. * 

Ann Smith, Mary Roly, and Eliſabeth Wolf, three notorious 'Shop-lifts, 
were Tryed for ſtealing a piece of Flowered-filk, tothe worth of five 
pounds, out of the Shop of Mr.Tryermood, in Corn-hill,after:ithis manner, 
rwo of them coming in, to cheapen Silk, whilſt the other ſtood with- 
out, but inſtead of buying, whilſt the Servants were buſy, they con- 
veyed away the aforeſaid piece; which they.had Cheapned and 'deh- 
vered it to theirConfederate, hut being obſerved by anOppoſiteNeigh- 
bour, notice was given, they perſued, and Apprehended al three, ſhe in 
whoſe Cuſtody it was taken, Pleaded they gaveic her to carry for them, 
and thar ſhe never ſaw them before, but that was Contradided by 
ſome, who ſaw them Diſcourſing together, before the Fellony was 
Committed, the Jury believing them to be all of a Gang,broughc them 
in Guailry. | 4 Fa. 
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The Petitions of the Right Honorable the Earl.of Shaftsburr, Willian 
Lord Howard; Baron of E(cbrek Stephen Colledge, Fohn Rouſe; Priſoners 
in the Tower of London, and William Hetherington, Priſoner 1n the Coan- 
ty Goal of Newgate, preſented their Petitions ro the Right Honorable 
Sir Patince Fard, Lord Mayor, and the Fudzes, and ?uſtires of the Peace; 
fitting on Commiſſion of 0yer and Terminer for London and Middleſex; 
Ia which were contained their ſeveral Prayers, That ſeeing they had be:n 
Committed for High-Treaſon, and other Crimes, but no proſecution being 
made againſt them, th:y requeſted they might be either ſpeedily proceeded a- 
gainſt, or Bailtd, according to the Act made in the thirteenth year of his now 
Majeſty, for the ſecuring the Liberty of the Subjet, which Petitions were 
read by.the Clerk of the Crown, and upon Motion of Counci'; Ordered 
to be taken into Confideration. 

Mr. Attorny General objected againſt the Petty Jury for London, al- 
ledging, They were not Church-men, or perſons fitly qualified to ſerve their 
King and Country. 

To which Mr.Sheriffs Anſwered, That they had returned them according 
.z0 .Law, and they knew nothing to the contrary, but they wcre men of candid 
Reputations, but in fine, they were diſmiſſed for that time, and ordered

Yo)» Compion Was tryed for coming into a Shop in St "lement Danes, 
and ihthe Abſence; of. r'.e Feople open'd the Till of a C-unter, and 
took thence 5 /. . and being askd, a hour after, abour ir, in Court de- 
nyed ir, ſaying ke had Money 5nough, and an Eſtate, bur there were 
ſhrewd Circumſtances, he was brought in guilty of the Felony only.
